1 - M Purpose . To establish the Commander in Chief, U.S. Pacific Command 
(USCINCPAC) policy for implementing the procedures for coordinating 
disclosures of classified U.S. intelligence to senior foreign officials. 

2. (U) Applicability . This instruction applies to HQ USCINCPAC, USCINCPAC 
service component commands and subordinate commands/activities, hereafter 
referred to as USCINCPAC component and subordinate commands/activities. 

3. (U) Definitions 

a. (U) Disclosure . The release or sharing of classified intelligence 
through oral, visual, or documentary means. 

b. (U) Senior Foreign Officials . Responsible foreign officials who, by 
virtue of their positions or access, may directly affect policy decision 
making of recipient governments or international organizations. This 
includes, but is not limited to, officials of ministerial rank and above; 
national department, agency, service chiefs (including Chairman, Joint Staff 
equivalent) and their Senior Intelligence Officers (SIOs); and representatives 
of ambassadorial rank and above.

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b. (U) Reference (b) designates the Director, Defense Intelligence Agency 
(DIRDIAh as the point of contact for the coordination of such disclosures 
within and for the DOD. 

c. (U) Reference (b) designates the Chief, Foreign Disclosure Branch 
(DI-4B), to carry out the responsibilities of the DIRDIA, with respect to the 
coordination of disclosures of U.S. Intelligence to senior foreign officials. 
The DI-4B will coordinate all proposed intelligence disclosures with other DOD 
components concerned and with the Department of State and the CIA.

(1) (U) Point of contact for the proposed disclosure. Name and 
telephone, and if available, secure, commercial, and AUTOVON telephone 
numbers. 

b. (U) Replies 

(1) (U) Either the USCINCPAC FDO or the DI-4B will notify the USPACOM 
requestor of all concurrences and/or proposed changes by telephone or message. 

(2) (U) In cases where there is nonconcurrence or recommended 
classified changes, either the USCINCPAC FDO or the 0I-4B will notify the 
requestor immediately by telephone and will provide the proposed changes and 
rationales for the denial or changes to the requestor in writing. 

c. (U) Appeal Process 

(1) (U) There are no provisions to appeal a 000 (DIA) position on any 
denial or proposed changes. 
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(2) (U) If the Department of State or CIA nonconcur on a proposed DOD 
approved disclosure or proposed changes which cannot be accepted by the 
USCINCPAC requestor, the DI-4B will act as an Intermediary on behalf of 
USCINCPAC provided the DIA is asked to appeal, and justification for such 
appeal is provided 1n writing. The appeal will be via USCINCPAC (J2) to 
DI-4B. 

d. (U) Reporting . The USCINCPAC FDO will record decisions on proposed 
disclosures in the Foreign Disclosure and Technical Information System 
(FORDTIS).
